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Staple Inn, Holborn Entrance. One of the old 

Inns of Chancery, originally inns or colleges where 
students were received to lodge and board and 
study law. The ancient wooden-gabled houses on 
the Holborn frontage of Staple Inn are among the 
most beautiful and picturesque remains of Old 
London and enable us to imagine what the 
medieval streets were like. These relics of less 
driving days were saved from demolition by the 
care of the Prudential Assurance Co. 
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
